Homemakers have the idea that 
if each vegetable is pre-cooked sep- 
arately the soup mixture does not 
have to be processed as long in the 
pressure canner, You can precook 
vegetables all day long and the tem- 
perature will never get any higher 
that 212 degrees F. To kill the 
Chostridium botulism spore, you 
must get the temperature up to 240 
degrees F. and hold it at that tem- 

ture for the recommended time. 
only way to do this is in the 
pressure canner, 

If corn is added to soup mixture, 
it should be pressured at 10 pounds 
pressure for 85 minutes to kill botu- 
lism. If you take the quick and easy 
way out and only bring the pressure 
up to 15 pounds and then let it cool 
off, your soup may not be safe for 
‘your family. You may eat it pro- 
‘cessed like this for ten years, but 
one jar may be deadly - you won't 
be able to see or smell the deadly 
toxin for the botulism spore. Do 
you want to take the chance? Add- 
ing small amounts of vinegar will 
not change the acidity of the mix- 
ture enough to not pressure the 
soup the full recommended time. 


.Recommendations For Canning 
Soup Mixture 

‘Scald and peel 5 quarts tomatoes, 
core and cut into quarters combine 
with 2 quarts corm or lima beans, 2 
quarts okra, and 2 tablespoons salt. 
{Cook to the consistency of thick 


| Soup. Pack into containers to within . 


,one inch of top. Add one teaspoon 
,Salt to each quart. Adjust jar lids 


and bands. Process in pressure can- 
ner at 10 pounds pressure (240 de- 
grees F.). : 
NOTE: Process the length of time 
needed for vegetables requiring the 
longest processing time. 


Okra Canned With Vinegar - Not 
Safe 

Many home preservers are using 
a recipe to can their okra that con- 
tains small amounts of vinegar. 
Okra canned this way and not pres- 
sured (pints 25 minutes and quarts 
40 minutes) is not safe. You are 
really taking a chance of killing 
someone with botulism poisoning. 

This recipe does taste good. Use 
it but, please process it in the pres- 
sure canner or freeze it. It does 
freeze beautifully and will be safe. 
Don't take a chance on someone's 
life by trying something that could 
be deadly. 


Recommendations For Canning 
Okra 

Select young, tender pods for 
canning. Wash and trim, Leave 
pods whole. Cook for one minute 
in boiling water; cut into one-inch 
lengths if desired. Pack hot to about 
1/2 inch of top. Cover with boiling 
water, leaving 1/2- inch of head 
space, Add one teaspoon salt to 
each quart, 1/2 teaspoon to each 
pint. Adjust jar lids and bands. Pro- 
cess in pressure canner at 10 
pounds pressure (240 degrees F.) - 
pint jars, 25 minutes; quart jars, 40 
minutes. Half Gallon Jars : USDA 
has set no processing times and the 
Extension Service does not recom- 
mend canning in half-gallon jars.

USDA Announces 
1990 Wheat 
Program Provisions 


Secretary of Agriculture Clayton 
Yeutter recently announced a fe- 
quired 5-percent acreage reduction 
and the following other provisions 
of the 1990 wheat program: 

*A price support loan and pur- 
chase rate of $1.95 per bushel, a 
20-percent reduction from the basic 
loan and purchase rate of $2.44. 
This is the statutory minimum and 
five percent below the 1989 loan 
and purchase rate of $2.06 per 
bushel. 

*The established target price is 
$4.00 per bushel, the statutory min- 
imum, and down about two percent 
from the 1989 target price. 

*A paid land diversion will not 
be implemented. 

*No marketing loan or related 
program provisions will be imple- 
mented. 

*Producers will be required to 
maintain in acreage conservation 
reserve an area equal to 5.26- 
percent of program payment 
acreage. 

Yeutter reserves the right to ini- 
tiate later cost reduction options as 
outlined in Section 1009 of the 
Food Security Act of 1985, These 
options may include reopening or 
changing a program contract en- 
tered into by producers if they vol- 
untarily agree to the change. 

Other provisions common to the 
program crops will be announced at 
a later date.

HORTICULTURE TIPS

Cowpea Curculio 

Are you tierd of stung peas? We 
have two insecticides that have got- 
ten emergency approval for use on 
out southern peas. These two prod- 
ucts are Ambush or Pounce. You 
have to have a pesticide permit to 
buy these two insecticides, 

For southern peas use 6.4 ounc- 
es of Pounce per acre in enough 
water to give complete coverage of 
foliage. Make first application at 
bloom and repeat at three - to five- 
day intervals as needed. Five appli- 
cations will usually be sufficient to 
control the cowpea curculio. Do not 
harvest peas within five days of the 
last spraying. Follow the directions 
for applying these restricted pesti- 
cides very carefully. 


Watch For Stink Bugs 

The stink bug is one insect that 
tends to benefit from mild winters, 
This year apparently will be no ex- 
ception. Stink bugs have been caus- 
ing severe damage to young corn in 
parts of South Alabama. As corn 
matures they will probably move to 
other crops. 

_Dry weather (if we ever get any) 
will tend to make stink bugs move 
from weedy areas to crop plants. 
Many vegetables including tomato, 
squash, beans, and peas are very al- 
tractive to stink bugs. 

Stink bugs feed with needle-like 


mouthparts and cause blemishes on. 


vegetables. They can cause grade 
reductions or even rejection of 
shipments. Feeding on young ears 
of com and okra pods can also 
cause malformations. Therefore, 


stink bugs must be controlled if 
your goal is top quality produce. 

Methyl parathion, Penncap-M, 
and Thiodan are good for stink bug 
control. Consult the label to see 
which product can be used on spe- 
cific crops.

College Tuition Act 80-862 


Under the direction of State 
Treasurer George C. Wallace Jr., 
Alabama will be the fourth state in 
the nation to implement a guaran- 
teed prepaid college tuition pro- 
gram. 

"The program was established 
by the legislature during the last 
session and wili undoubtedly serve 
as a model for other states for sim- 
lar programs,” Wallace said. 

A board of directors has been es- 
tablished, with the state treasurer as 


chairman. During the next several 


months the board will establish pol- 
icy and with the staff of the state 
treasurer's office will be working to 
have the program available by the 
spring of 1990. 

Professional conultants will be 
employed to provide the informa- 
tion required in their particular 
field of expertise. 

Parents, grandparents, friends, 
or any other sponsor can choose to 
make a one-time, lump-sum pay- 
ment or periodic payments any 
time after the birth of a child to 
guarantee four years of fully paid 
undergraduate tuition. 

An age limit will be determined 
by the board of directors whereby 


thé age of ine cniid is considerea 
too Old to benefit from the pro- 


gram. 

The purchaser will be issued a 
contract which will guarantee tui- 
tion payment for a determined, 
number of credit hours for a bacca- 
laureate degree at any public junior 
college, college, or university in the 
state. 

A trust will be formed and man; 
aged by the state treasurer to re! 
ceive payments and invest them: 
The trust will then pay the respec- 
tive college tuition for each benefi- 
ciary after he or she is accepted and 
enters the school of choice. 

In the event the beneficiary 
elects to attend a private or out-of- 
State institution, an amount equal to 
the average cost of Alabama tuition 
will be forwarded to that institu- 
tion. Several refund options will be 
available for those who cancel the 
contract, 

Also, limited transfer-of- 
contract options will be available. 

Once informational brochures 
are printed, there will be a state- 
wide public education campaign to 
make the public aware of the pro- 
gram.

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Many of you have been to the 
courthouse square during these 
summer Saturdays to purchase vari- 
ous home-grown vegetables from 
neighboring farmers’ gardens. The 
early rains were good to a number 
of the farmers and their bumper 
cropts attest to the success of their 
planting skills. 

Some of the farmers specialize 
in one vegetable; but have you no- 
ticed how most of the farmers 
dabbble in a variety of garden deli- 
cacies? Some of the trucks are load- 
ed down with red-ripe tomatoes 
and sun-yellow squash. Others 
have snow-white onions and sweet- 
tasting melons. 

Quite frankly, I am amazed at 
the diversity some of these farmers 
are able to glean from their gar- 
dens. 

Looking at the smorgasbord se- 
lection of the farmers' crops, I am 
reminded of how we Christians are 
encouraged to display the fruit of 
the Spirit. 

The Apostle Paul, writing to the 
church at Galatia, spoke of the 
qualities of our faith that should be 
evident in each believer's life. He 
wrote of displaying a spiritual har- 
vest of love, joy, peace, patience, 
kindness, goodness, faithfulness, 
humility, and self-control. 

+ Too much of the time we look at 
Paul's list and decide we will spe- 
cialize in just one of the "fruits" of 
the Spirit. We need to take a closer 


_ look at what Paul was saying. 


When he wrote of the harvest of 
the Spirit, he called it the "fruit" of 
the Spirit, not "fruits" of the Spirit. 
Paul used the singular expression to 
make a point. He talked of the 
"fruit" of the Spirit to help us real- 
ize that each of these qualities is 
something to which every: believer 
should strive to bear witness. 

The most effective Christian 
witness is one in which all of these 
characteristics are on display. 

Any person with time on his 
hands can grow a vine of tomatoes. 
The people with the honest-to- 
goodness green thumbs can make a 
multitude of various vegetables 
come sprawling out of their garden 
plots. 

As we walk before our friends 
and neighbors, what do they see in 
‘us? One quality at the expense of 
others? A couple of expressions of 
Jesus living in us? 

Paul calls us to a high degree of 
commitment. The "fruit" of the 
Spirit embraces all of these charac- 
teristics.

Should Christians observe the 
Sabbath or the Lord's Day? 
Is Sunday the Sabbath?

The scriptures teach that Christians are to meet on the first day of the 
week, or Sunday, to worship God, Christians are not commanded to meet 
on Saturday, the Sabbath, or seventh day of the week. The Sabbath day was 
given to the Israelites by God, as one of the ten commandments, and was 
given to them to remind them of their Egyptian bondage. This covenant that 
God made at Mount Sinai was with the Jews alone. Speaking of the cove- 
nant, Moses said,'The Lord made not this covenant with our fathers, but 
with us, even us, who are all of us here alive this day” (Deut. 5:3). The 
Jews were to "remember" the Sabbath day to "keep it holy" (Ex. 20:8). 
There were many rules and regulations associated with the Sabbath day, 
such as animal sacrifices, which no men "keep" today. But God intended 
for the old covenant to give way to the new covenant for Christians. “In that 
he saith, A new. covenant, he hath made the first old. Now that which de- 
cayeth and waxeth old is ready to vanish away" (Heb. 8:13). Paul tells us, 
further, that in his sacrifice for us, Christ was "blotting out the handwriting 
of ordinances that was against us, which was contrary to us, and took it out 
of the way, nailing it to his cross" (Col. 2:14). 

Jesus Christ arose from the dead on the first day of the week (Luke 24:1- 
8), the Lord's church was established on Pentecost, a Sunday, and Chris- 
tians have since then met on the first day of the week to worship God. The 
New Testament example is one of Christians meeting on Sunday to wor- 
ship. The first day of the week observance of the Lord's Supper was consid- 
ered so important that the apostle Paul "tarried seven days" in Troas that he 
might worship with the Christians on the “first day of the week” (Acts 
20:7). The scriptures give no indication that Paul or the other Christians at 
Troas kept the Sabbath day that passed while they were waiting for the first 
day of the week to come. Paul told the brethren at Corinth, “Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath pros- 
pered him" (1 Cor. 16:2). The early Christians "continued steadfastly in the 
apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers” 
(Acts 2:42). The apostles' doctrine included meeting on the first day of the 
week to break bread, or have the Lord's Supper. There is no command in 
the New Testament for the church to keep the Sabbath day, nor is there any 
example of Christians keeping the Sabbath. It is true that Jesus kept the 
Sabbath day, as well as the Passover, and other Jewish religious laws, but 
Jesus lived under the old covenant, keeping the old law perfectly. The new 
covenant, by which we live, did not come into effect until his death.

Life preservers can save lives - if worn 


Most of the people who died in 
boating accidents last year drowned 
in inland water. Many were within 


only a few feet of safety. Most of 
those who drowned owned PFDs 
(personal flotation devices) but 
when they died they were not wear- 
ing them. 

Alabama Marine Police warm 
that a life preserver or PFD can 
save your life, i 
it_on, The PFD left on shore or 
locked in a boat compartment is 
worse than useless. Before the boat 
leaves shore, everyone on board 
should be wearing a well-fitting 
personal flotation device, 

Alabama law requires that each 
boat must have a PFD on board for 
each person. If the boat is longer 
than 16 feet, wearable PFDs (as op- 
posed to throwable ring-type PFDs) 
are required. However, Marine Po- 
lice warn that while you may fulfill 
the letter of the law by having a 
PFD somewhere on board but not 
on you, your chances of becoming 
a boating fatality statistic are dan- 
gerously increased. When your 
loved ones get the news about your 
death from drowning, it will hardly 
console them to learn that your 
flotation device was on board as re- 
quired when you went over the side. 

Most fatal boating accidents re- 
sult from capsizing or a fall over- 
board. These happen suddenly, with 
no warning, and not time to put on 
a life jacket.

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Coffee County Commission begins discussions on 


methods of financing for new county jail construction 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
July 24, at tie courthouse in Elba, 
and listened as representatives of 
two financial institutions discussed 
proposals for lending the commis- 
sion money with which to build a 
new county jail. 

A representative of SouthTrust 
Bank told the commission it had 
devised a plan for the financing of 
$2.5 and $3.25 million using a 20- 
year bond and reported that the an- 
nual payment on the $2.5 million 
bond would be approximately 
$238,000, based on an interest rate 
of 7,28 percent. 

A representative of Frazier- 
Lanier made a somewhat less de- 
tailed sales pitch and told the com- 
mission that the firm had recently 
handled such a bond sale for a 
county forced to construct a jail. He 
also stated that the firm would meet 
back with the commission, if re- 
quested, to discuss all possible 
forms of financing. 

Comm. Jim Dubose remarked 
"We are talking about paying off 
the jail in only three or four years 
using funds generated by the 1/2 
cent sales tax and it would be much 
more economical for the county to 
simply borrow the money from the 


county depository and then pay it 
back as soon as possible. It doesn't 
make sense to pay a firm $50- 
60,000 up front to sell bonds when 
we can borrow money at basically 
the same rate and pay it back a 
whole lot quicker than twenty 
years!" 

The commission made no deci- 
sion about the financing proposals. 

In other action concerning last 
week's decision to build a new 
county jail in New Brockton, 
Comm. Sid Averett requested that 
the commission send a delegation 
to meet with the Enterprise City 
Council to discuss the city's offer to 
help pay the cost of the jail. 

"T don't think the commission 
would be fair to the people of Cof- 
fee County if it didn't at least meet 
with the Enterprise City Council 
and negotiate concerning the fi- 
nancing for the jail," said Averett. 

Comm. Bill Faulk agreed with 
Averett's suggestion and stated 
"Even if it proves not to be helpful, 
it certainly couldn't hurt anything to 
meet with the city officials." 

Comm. Dubose declared "The 
commission has been more than 
fair already and every single com- 
missioner had input into the deci- 
sion that was made last week." 


Comm. Averett answered that 
"The meeting could give the com- 
mission a method of building a new 
jail without having to raise taxes," 
which drew the response from 
Comm. Dubose that "We all op- 
pose any tax and the only way to 
avoid a tax is to go with the plan to 
stay with the existing facility and 
renovate it. To build a jail any- 
where means having to raise tax- 
cs!” 


When asked if he would be will- 


ing to meet with the Enterprise offi- 
cials, Comm, Dubose said, "Yes, if 
they will agree to take off their 1- 
cent sales tax and then sit down 
with us to discuss a solution." 

Comm, Faulk probably _ best 
summed up the discussion by stat- 
ing "This situation is not going to 
gO away anylime soon....il's going 
to be around,” 

The meeting began at 9:00 a.m., 
with all commission members 
present, and the first order of busi- 
ness was to open bids on a number 
of items for the highway depart- 
ment, 

Bids on two different types of 
herbicide were awarded to Helena 
Chemical ($18.95 per gallon on 
Bandel-720) and The Farm Store 
($66.67 per gallon on Garlon-4), 


Lawstet against Dorsey is dismissed 


Dorsey Trailers officials ex- 
pressed satisfaction this week upon 
learning that a multi-million dollar 
lawsuit against the company had 
been voluntarily dismissed by the 
plaintiffs. 

Paul Morrow, a vice-president 
with Dorsey Trailers, stated "We 
knew from the start that the lawsuit 
was without merit. We consider the 
dismissal to be complete vindica- 
tion for the company and our em- 
ployees' reputation." 

Morrow explained that the suit 
was brought by a group of ex- 
employees who were not hired 


when the plant reopened in March, 
1987. 

The lawsuit had named both 
Dorsey Trailers and Machinist Un- 
ion Local 1769 as co-defendants, 
atong with several named individu- 
als. 

. We regret a lot of time and le- 
gal expense was required defending 
an action that was baseless and to- 
tally unnecessary," said Morrow. 
"The company has decided at this 
time not to seek recovery of these 
costs in a counter-suit against the 
plaintiffs for malicious prosecu- 


tion,” 

Dorsey president Marilyn Marks 
also expressed satisfaction at the 
outcome and stated "We try to be a 
good corporate citizen in every lo- 
cation where we do business, Elba 
is our flagship plant and we have 
always made a special effort to do 
not only what is legal, but what is 
right. This lawsuit was a real slap 
in the face to us and very uncalled 
for. But, we are not going to be vin- 
dictive. We have more important 
things to do - like building the best 
trailers on America’s highways."

Council ponders new insurance plan for employees 


The Elba City Council  dis- 
cussed city insurance, fire insu- 
rance rates and clean-up at the reg- 
ular meeting Monday evening. 

The council spent an hour dis- 
cussing a proposed Municipal Insu- 
rance Corporation with the mayor 
of Pine Hill Monday evening. 

Mayor Swearingten is working 
with a committee of the Alabama 
League of Municipalities to orga- 
nize this self-insuring operation, He 
told the Elba city officials it should 
save the cities money and give 
them a "one-stop shop" for all the 
city's insurance needs. 

Swearingten explained that a 
test case had been successfully 
filed in court and taken to the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court to insure the 
legality of municipalities owning 
stock in such an insurance compa- 
ny and purchasing insurance from 
them without taking bids. 

He said that following the ap- 
proval from the courts, the group 
went forward and officially formed 
the company with a September 1, 
1989, target date for signing up 
enough cities to fund the 
$2,500,000 capitol investment fund 
required by the state insurance de- 
partment. 

Elba would have to initially in- 
vest in the capitol fund to buy the 
insurance. The amount of this fund 
is based on the population with the 
cost being $8.66 per resident based 
on the last census, making Elba's 
cost total $37,324.60, according to 
Swearingten. 

The mayor noted the program 
"is not a quick fix, but will benefit 
the city over the next five to ten 
years." 

Several years ago the League of 
Municipalities started a Workman's 
Compensation fund for Alabama 
cities. Swearingten noted this was 
saving the cities money, pointing 
out the $3400 refund check Elba 
had received just Monday. He said 
this was a very successful project 
and he expected the new program 
would be just as successful. 

An informal survey of council 
members by Elba Mayor Fred 


Moore indicated the majority, if not 
all, were in favor of proceeding 
with the program. However there 
were some reservations and they 
seemed to center around raising the 
initial capitol funds. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said, "It will take some time to 
come up with the $37,000 but I 
think the program has potential for 
Elba". 

Council members John W. 
Sharpless and Eddie Vaughan indi- 
cated they were ready to accept the 
program, 

Members Gladys Yelverton and 
Randy Bedsole agreed the project 
was worth considering further. 

Moore then said the council 
members would consider the plan 
and hopefully make a decision by 
the next regular meeting in two 
weeks, 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers was 
present at the meeting and present- 
ed council members with the prop- 
er paperwork to ask for an inspec- 
tion to hopefully lower Elba 
insurance rating from the present 7 
to a 6 or possibly a 5, 

Driggers told council members 
"I am confident of lowering the rat- 
ing to a 6 and hopeful for a 5 rat- 
ing", 

He told the council that once an 
application is filled, it is from 30 to 
60 days before an inspection is 
scheduled. 

"The fire department should 
grade within the 90 percent range," 
Driggers stated. He noted that a 
perfect score is not possible, be- 
cause there is always room for im- 
provement. However he expressed 
feelings that the department could 
grade even higher, hopefully up 
into the 95 percent range. 

However concem with required 
water pressure readings at several 
city locations caused the city coun- 
cil to postpone any filing of an in- 
spection request until this could be 
checked out. Driggers reported to 
the council that pressure and flow 
at several points appeared to be 
lower than required standards. 

Mayor Moore told the council 


members he would check this with 
the water department because ex- 
pensive improvements in the water 
system during the last several years 
were designed to improve these 
problems, 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan pre- 
sented the council with copies of a 
letter that “will be mailed by the 
Coffee County Health Department 
to property Owners maintaining un- 
healthy property conditions. 

Vaughan explained the city will 
give the department the locations 
and names of property owners in 
violation of city ordinances on 
property upkeep. The department 
will then inspect the property and if 
violations’ are found to be health 
hazards, a letter will be written giv- 
ing them ten days to make changes.

The contract for 4,000 tons of 
milled asphalt went to S & C Mate- 
rials at a cost of $5 per ton, deliv- 
ered to the county shop, in New 
Brockton, while the contract on die- 
sel fuel went to Heath Oil at $.549 
per gallon. 

Tony Alcuri, a resident of the 
Roeton Community, was back at 
Monday's meeting and asked the 
commission for a progress report 
on the grant to install water lines in 
rural sections of the county. 

"There are elderly people living 
in the county who don't have the 
money to dig new wells," said Al- 
curi, "and the county needs to come 
to the aid of these people. I know 
of five new wells that have been 
dug in the county recently and 
some of the people have to put up 
everything they own as collateral. 
These people need help!" 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
told Alcuri that the grant had been 
filed and the county was awaiting 
word on its status. 

Comm. Dubose told the com- 
mission he had recently attended a 
conference concerning county gov- 
ernment and reported on the need 
to find the most highly qualified 
person available to assume the du- 
ties of county administrator when 
current administrator Bruncase 
Winston retires, 

"I have had several calls from 
people wanting the job," said Du- 
bose, "and in order to get the best 
possible person and in an effort to 
keep politics out of the decision, | 
would like the commission to allow 
an outside specialist on the work- 
ings of county government to 
screen the applicants.” 

The commission agreed, but 
stated it would make the final deci- 
sion after the applicants were nar- 
rowed down to three finalists. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***anproved attendance of all 
commissioners and the county engi- 
neer at a solid waste meeting on 
Aug.9, in Ozark; 

***agreed to open bids at the 
next meeting on unleaded fuel and 
motor grader blades; 


***asrced to seck bids on anew , 


backhoe for the highway depart- 
ment, needed for work on bridges; 

***heard County Engineer Mark 
Pool state that the highway depart- 
ment was "behind schedule” in all 
areas because of recent heavy rains; 

***approved adoption of a poli- 
cy requiring all new employees of 
the county to take a physical and 
undergo drug testing; 

***aoreed to meet with Mental 
Health officials concerning a re- 
quest for five acres of land on 
which to build a new facility in the 
county; 

***anproved a request to pay 
one-half of the salary for two Soil 
Conservation Service employces 
for the next 15 weeks; 

***and, heard County Attomey 
Warren Rowe report that special 
legislation would have to be passed 
to instruct the state revenue depart- 
ment to collect the new county 
sales tax.
